On One Side

Simmered down to its essentials,
the arguments of those who favor
keeping the derricks out of the
residence district firmly believe
that such prohibition will enhance
the value of property in the city
to such an extent, by encouraging
new buildings and stimulating
growth, that it would be poor busi-
ness for all property owners to al-
low the drill to turn in the de-
bated area. They plead for the fu-
ture of the ecity as a city and not
as an oil field, in which community
leases would split royalties to Iot
owners to such an extent that the
royalties would not equal the in-
come from the same Jots as resi-
dence property.

Would Kill Town
It is certain, according to the de-
baters of this side of the question,
that the entrance. of oil derricks
will drive- all business houses and

City

ness. They assert that the uncer-
tainty as regards oil is keeping hun-
dreds of thousands of dollars out
of the city, because investors are
unwilling to build in the face of
the possibility of death to the city
through the encroachment of der-
dicks.

Proponents of drilling in the re-
stricted area maintain that they
wish to wait until that area is
proven; that they seek only to in-
duce the trustees not to pass a
prohibitory ordinance.

The Two Sides
At both meetings it was an argu-
ment between men who are plead-
ing for the very life of the city
and men who own land here and
believe they may make more money
if drilling is allowed.
, With the request of the directors
of the Chamber of Commerce on the
one hand and petitions requesting
that no prohibitory ordinance be
passed on the other hand, the trus-
tees Tuesday night deferred .action
until the sentiment mly be more
thoroughly sounded out.
Trustee Gilbert made it plain
that the trustees would give more
consideration to opinions held by
residents who own improved prop-
erty than to those who have pur-
chased vacant lots for speculation.
it was his contention that the own-
ers of improved property will loeo
more if oil drilling is permitted
than those who own vacant lots
will lose if drilling is prohibited.
Conservative, thoughtful consid-
eration is merited by this important
issue. It should not be decided on
the iudgment of lease-hounds. Prop-
erty owners should carefully weigh
their chances for rovalties in case
drilling is permittzd, and set those
figures beside their return from
their land in a city of 25,000 or
30,000 inhabitants.
Torrance will be either a big city
or a small oil field. Which do you
prefer? That's the question.
